GULWBURG during the cer- 
emony, nor was there a hupah, 
neither of which are usual in 
Reform ceremonies, there was 
the wine and the kiddush cup, 
the breaking of the glass, the 
signing of the Reform marriage 
certificate, and the repeating of 
the Hebrew marriage vows. 

Rabbi Goldburg, who is a per- 
sonal friend of Miller’s, was 
called about a week preceding 
the wedding, and said he would 
be happy to perform a religious 
ceremony uniting the couple. At 
this time, the civil ceremony, 
which took place was not planned 
at all, Rabbi Goldburg said. 

Rabbi Goldburg told the /play- 
wright of the neeg for instruc- 
tion in Judaism. 

The playwright explained that 
he and Miss Monroe had dis- 
cussed the matter many times, 
and she had felt that she wanted 
to be married by a rabbi. Mr.

.BUT OUTSIDE AID 


SUSTAINS ISRAEL 


JERUSALEM (NJP)—The for- 
eign currency budget adopted by 
the Israeli cabinet recently shows 
considerable progress ecOnomic- 
ally, but still reveals clearly the 
State’s reliance on outside help. 

The budget was $480 million. 

Only one fourth of this amount 
will be met with payments from 
imports. The rest will come from 
the United Jewish Appeal, the 
sale of Israel Bonds, the German 
reparations, and the American 
grant-in-aid. 

Israel’s progress towards self- 
Sufficiency is shown in the cut 
of $7 million for the purchase 
of food ang raw materials de- 
spite the increase in population. 
One million dollars is expected 
to be saved on crude Oil.

A manager of a drug 
store in the Hudson County 
area informed The POST of 
the “trefe” flyer. When this 
newspaper contacted Kalt- 
man’s, the company’s spokes- 
man declared that “the whole 
thing: was a terrible mis- 
take and that all the ads 
were destroyed.” 

“It's funny, though,” he 
said, “the ad was drawn by 
a Jewish boy.”

A combination*of representa- 
tions of foreign governments and 
intercession by the World Jew- 
ish Congress plus a considera- 
tion of the effects of the precipi- 
tate action on world public opin- 
ion has caused the Moroccan gov- 
ernment to relent on its decision 
to terminate Jewish mass emi- 
gration, 

No further mass emigration 
will be permitted however. Since 
individual emigration, which is 
permissible, is almost impossible 
in view of the illiteracy and pov- 
erty of most of the additional 
85,000 Moroccan Jews who had 
registered to go to Israel, the 
end of emigration to Israel from 
Morocco can be considered to 
have been reached.

Let us also 
understand that martyrdom is 
easy—not for ourselves but for 
the next fellow.” 

Timing was emphasized by the 
editorial. 

“There is a time to fight and 
a time to think. There is a time 
to plunge headlong into a situa- 
tion and there is a time to pause 
and give mature consideration 
unto v&lues as well as results. 
Not all of the brains of these 
United States are vested in men 
north of- the Ohio and east of 
the Mississippi. Nor have all lib- 
eral reforms come from these 
areas.” 


WHITE ALSO stressed the 
precarious position of the South- 
ern Jew: 

“Many of our people live in 
areas where the rub of reality 
is much more pertinent to their 
welfare than that of the more 
secure Northerner. He has to 
think of his family, of his eco- 
nomic life. He has to face the 
problem each day, not sit at his 
desk or in some_ conference 
chamber and talk about it. Why 
ask him to be a martyr when 
nothing will be gained by sucn 
a sacrifice at this time?” 

The editorial concluded with a 
plea for patience:

MIAMI, Fla. (NJP) — Tele- 
scoping four years of college 
into 21 months is the unique 
record of Lyle Palant, who will 
receive his degree from the Uni- 
versity of Miami at the end of 
the summer semester. 

Palant, who has just turned 
20, started his college career in 
1954 with a summer session at 
the Berl Katznelson Institute in 
Israel. 

Returning to the United States 
he matriculated at the Univer- 
sity of Arizona, meanwhile hav- 
ing been awarded six college 
credits from NYU, which con- 
ducts the sessions at the Katz- 
nelson Institute. 

LAST YEAR he attended aft- 
ernoon sessions at NYU and eve- 
ning sessions at Columbia, some- 
thing which is not really per- 


mitted, but which he was able 
to do undetected. 

This past year he spent at the 
University of Miami where, by 
doubling up on his studies, he 
garnered all but 11 credits nec- 
essary for graduation. 

He’s getting those 11 attend- 
ing classes right now. 

Palant’s father operates a 
string of clothing stores in New 
Jersey. 

FROM the University of Miami 
Palant will go to NYU ‘Law 
School, and there’s no question 
but that if he’s not watched 
closely he'll be a _ full-fledged 
lawyer before long. 

Despite the fact that he missed 
more than a month from classes 
last November, when he and 
three other debate team mem- 
bers were injured in an automo- 


bile accident, Palant will prob- 
ably graduate with a B average. 

ALTHOUGH Lyle is whizzing 
through his college education in 
record time, he is far from a 
bookworm. He is an _ active 
member of the debate team, 
was State debate champion in 
Arizona last year, and was a 
member of the University of 
Miami’s_ prize-winning debate 
team this year. 

He is also an active member 
of Zeta Beta Tau fraternity, en- 
joys the theater and movies, and 
has plenty of time to date and 
keep up with social activities.

TEL AVIV (NJP)—An Israeli war hero and member of the 
Knesset, who returned from a speaking tour in the United States, 
took a position against any alliance between the U. S. and his 


country. 


Yigal Allon, the former Palmach commander, said that his 


three-month tour of the United 
States convinced him that any 
alignment between the United 
States and Israel could only em- 
barrass the Americans without 
giving Israel any advantage. In- 
stead he said Israel needs Amer- 
ican friendship, and the friend- 
ship he felt could be developed 
without official declarations. 


Allon’s views on the United 
States Jewish community would 
appear to be confusing. On the 
one hand he said that Zionism 
was necessary to the American 
Jew as a sort of national identifi- 
cation, and on the other he as- 
serted that the Zionist Organ- 
ization includes many brave peo- 
ple but it is an organization of 
top men and does not eoncern 
the Jewish masses. 


These views were quoted in 
The Jerusalem Post, only Eng- 
lish language daily in Israel.

Fifteen students were sched- 
uled to enter the Academy this 
Fall, which would have made 
the full student body strength 
38, since 22 students had ma- 
triculated in the school’s first 
year. 

The notice recounted the steps 
in the seven-year fight by Dr. 
Louis I. Newman, rabbi of Ro- 
deph Sholom, and others against 
the “steady diminishment of the 
New York School under the 
“unification plan” for the JIR 
and Hebrew Union College.” 

Hebrew Union College an- 
nounced restoration of the full 
New York school on June 1, but 
Rabbi Newman told The POST 
at that time that no decision to 
close the Academy would be 
taken until certain conditions 
had been met.

NEW YORK (NJP)—The American Jewish Committee came out strongly this week against 


plans advanced by Nahum Goldmann for a new world Jewish body. 


In a statement of policy, the Committee called on all Jewish organizations, both domestic and 


abroad “to reject this plan.” 


The B'nai B'rith voted tentatively to associate itself with the new provisional organization at 


its recent triennial convention 
(NJP, May 18, 1956). 

“Since certain Jewish commu- 
nal organizations in the United 
States and in 
other countries 
are considering 
joining such a 
body,’’ the 
statement by 
the AJCommit- 
tee read, ‘“‘we 
are impelled to 
express our 
conviction that 

GOLDMANN this plan 
would render great disservice to 
the Jews of America and our co- 
religionists elsewhere.”

the new body. 

KLUTZNICK SAID the new 
body would act only on ques- 
tions on which there “is agree- 
ment that they be dealt with.” 

He added that “no voting pro- 
cedure would take place during 
a two-year trial period and de- 
cisions can only be reached by 
agreement.” 

The American Jewish Commit- 
tee was not expected, in view 
of its known position on such 
a proposed body, to join. What 
effect its present statement will 
have was not known, but it was 
noted that the statement ap- 
pealed not only to American 
Jewish organizations but to Jew- 
ish organizations abroad. 

Other organizations which 
have passed on the proposal by 
Dr. Goldmann include the Brit- 
ish Board of Deputies, which de- 
cided against participating, and 
the South African Board of Dep- 
uties, which voted to co-operate 
with the new group. 











Israel Won't Permit 
Ashes To Be Moved 

JERUSALEM (NJP) — The 
ashes of victims of Nazi crema- 
toria which are contained in urns 
buried on Mt. Zion here will not 
be sent to Paris for burial in 
the projected tomb to memorial- 
ize Jews who died in the Nazi 
holocaust. The request for the 
transfer of the ashes was denied 
by Dr. Shmuel Z. Cahana, direc- 
tor general of the Ministry for 
Religious Affairs, who said that 
Mt. Zion is the holiest spot in 
Israel and that the ashes cannot 
be moved.

STATEMENT OF POLICY 
On the Attempt To Form a World Jewish Body 


UNDER THE LEADERSHIP of the president of the Worid 
Jewish Congress, who also is president of the World Zionist 
Organization and chairman of the Jewish Agency, a plan for 
a new world Jewish body has been advanced. The declared 
purpose, after a two-year period of orientation, is to es- 
tablish an authoritative spokesman on matters affecting the 
civic status of Jews the world over. 

Since certain Jewish communal organizations in the 
United States and in other countries are considering joining 
such a body, we are impelled to express our conviction that 
this plan would render great disservice to the Jews of America 
and our co-religionists elsewhere. 

This plan contravenes certain fundamental concepts of 
our responsibilities as American Jews. 


NO SINGLE ORGANIZATION can speak for the Jews 
of the United States; for they, like Americans of other faiths, 
differ among themselves on social, economic and _ political 
issues, and hold varying views of domestic and world affairs. 
By the same token, no single organization can presume to 
speak for the Jews of the world. 

The bonds between Jews of various countries are ex- 
clusively those of religion, cultural heritage and common 
history. For example, while we have been helpful to Israel, 
our relationship to the Jews there rests solely. on acknowl- 
edged borids of a common religion and history, and on_phil- 
anthropic impulse. We reiterate that “citizens of the United 
States are Americans and citizens of Israel are Israelis; this 
we affirm with all its implications .. .” 

Whether our relations be with the Jews of Israel or with 
Jews in any other part of the world, we speak as Americans 
and advocate policies which in our view serve the best in- 
terests of the United States and world peace. 

Therefore, we cannot condone a permanent global body 
which sets out to deal with issues affecting the civic rela- 
tions of Jews of various countries. Although we appreciate 
the validity of this type of organization for the fostering 
of purely religious, fraternal or philanthropic activities, we 
would have difficulty in recognizing such a body if, in the 
name of all Jews in all countries, it undertook even to serve 
in a consultative capacity to the United Nations. Certainly 
we cannot countenance a body which would arrogate to it- 
self the prerogative of determining our position as free 
American citizens with relation to our own Government. 


THE AMERICAN JEWISH COMMITTEE is unreservedly 
opposed to the philosophy of world Jewish nationalism. In 
our view, the proposed world Jewish body will in time fully 
express that philosophy. 

Our history demonstrates that the American Jewish Com- 
mittee is not striving to “go it alone.” It has never failed to 
respond to the needs of our co-religionists abroad. It was 
created in 1906 “to prevent the infraction of the civil and re- 
ligious rights of Jews in any part of the world,” and “to se- 
cure for them equality of economic, social and educational 
opportunity.” Just to cite some examples: As far back as 
the Versailles Peace Conference of 1918, our organization 
joined with important Jewish organizations from all lands in 
an effort to secure equal rights for Jews in Eastern Europe. 
In 1946, we co-operated with other Jewish organizations in 
joint presentations during the Paris peace conference to se- 
cure equal] rights for Jews in the satellite countries. We have 
also participated unstintingly in the Conference on Jewish 
Material Claims Against Germany and the Committee on 
Austrian Claims. We have also co-operated with other or- 
ganizations in matters pertaining to Israel. 

These co-operative activities have been pursued on an 
ad hoc, voluntary basis, effectively, and with no obligation 
whatsoever to any permanent international body. 


TODAY, AS ALWAYS, we remain ready to confer with 
other responsible organizations, wherever they may be, on 
particular issues as they may arise, at all times doing so as 
an autonomous agency accountable solely to our constituency 
and within the framework of our American citizenship ob- 
ligations. 

And, today, as always, we firmly oppose any permanent 
organization which would act on the basis of majority vote 
and whose decisions would inevitably be considered as the

CHICAGO (NJP) — A speech by Syrian Ambassador Farid 
Zeinddine asserting that “the American Jew is not an American 
emotionally or even ultimately,” and that “a Zionist cannot have 
real allegiance to the country in which he lives,’ was attacked 
editorially by The Chicago Daily News. 


The _ afternoon 
challenged the “effrontery of the 
attempt to pass on the qualifi- 
cations of American citizens,” 
and declared that such opinions 
are “totally out of place in the 
language of an accredited diplo- 
mat from another country. 

The libel on American Jews 
was delivered by Zeinddine in a 
speech at a Normal University 
forum. 

The Daily News termed the 
accusation against American 
Jews a “falsehood’’ when ap- 
plied to American Jews opposed 
to Zionism and also “when ap- 
plied to the great numbers of 
Jews who support Israel.”

The religious requirements of 
the community were such that 
a permanent chapel seating ap- 
proximately 250 people and flex- 
ibility to increase the seating 
capacity to 1,000 for special oc- 
casions predicated the basic ar- 
rangement of the major elie- 
ments of this building. The flex- 
ibility was achieved by building 
the chapel immediately adja- 
cent to the gymnasium and pro- 
viding a removable divider be- 
tween these elements. 

IN ORDER to comply with 
the requirements for the social 
activities of the community, the 
following elements had to be 
planned: Auditorium, stage and 
dressing rooms, a gymnasium 
large enough to accommodate a 
legal size high school basket- 
ball court and spectators, a din- 
ing room to seat 300 people, 
kitchen and pantry facilities. 

The cultural requirements of 
the community were classrooms 
to accommodate 300 pupils at 
a single session, a library for 
50 readers, private offices for 
the rabbi and administration. 
In addition, the following. ele- 
ments were provided for: 

Lounges, rest rooms, toilet 
facilities, caretaker’s apartment, 
storage rooms, coat rooms, boil- 
er room and mechanical equip- 
ment rooms. 

THE MAJOR elements have 
been placed on the level with 
the grade of the wide avenue 
so that no stairs or step climb- 
ing would be necessary. Advan- 
tage has been taken of the lower 
level and the secondary ele- 
ments such as dining rooms and 
kitchen were placed there and 
connected with the main floor 
by a monumental circular stair- 
case, with ample lounges and 
rest rooms on each floor. 

The school wing has been 
placed on the southwesterly 





side with all windows facing 
the Hudson river. The lowest 
level of the school building, de- 
voted to kindergarten children, 
is entered directly from the low- 
er grade street level. The upper 
two floors of the school wing 
are devoted to teen agers and 
can be entered either through 
the main entrance or the school 
wing entrance. 


THE MOST important ele- 
ment of all, the chapel, is en- 
tered directly through an open 
portico and large vestibule so 
that the religious functions can 
be held there without the inter- 
ference of any other function 
that may take place at the same 
time. 

The arrangements had to be 
made in such a manner that the 
chapel can be enlarged to ac- 
commodate over 1,000 worship- 
ers. This is done through elec- 
trically operated folding doors 
that separate the chapel from 
the gymnasium floor. 

The gymnasium, which incor- 
porates an ample stage, can also 
be used aS an auditorium for 
lectures, plays and motion pic- 
tures. The dining room, which 
is also used for dancing, lec- 
tures and special activities, is 
provided with a large podium 
which can be used either as a 
stage or band stand, and the 
westerly side is connected with 
the kindergarten room, to be 
used in emergency as an audi- 
torium, dining or social area. 


SPECIAL consideration had 
to be given to the orientation 
and exposures. The religious 
custom requires that the Ark 
be oriented on the east wall. 
The south wall of the chapel 
is fully glazed and faces a beau- 
tiful wooded area. 

The materials selected for the 
chapel are in compliance with 


the ritual demands. The north 
wall is of Briar Hill sandstone, 
similar to stones used in bibli- 
cal times, and the design is in- 
spired by the Wailing Wall. 
The east wall is of a rich mar- 
ble mosaic of original design 
decorated with symbols _per- 
taining to Judaism. 

The Ark, which is original in 
concept, is made of silver ham- 
mered tablets and the Ten Com- 
mandments are in 22-karat gold 
letters. The tablets are operated 
by electricity and slide open to 
expose the Torahs. 

As the chapel is the most im- 
portant unit, the architect 
stressed the importance of the 
esthetic as well as the spiritual 
expression. 

THE ENTIRE building is of 
fireproof construction, utilizing 
the latest materials, including 
long span trusses and insulated 
precast concrete plank roofing. 
The structure is faced, for the 
most part, both internally and 
externally, with Roman brick 
highlighted by surfaces of stone 
and cypress siding, giving this 
building - the suburban atmos- 
phere which the area requires. 

The classroom walls are 
formed by two-sided glazed ter-- 
ra cotta, minimizing mainte- 
nance and _ facilitating cleanli- 
ness. The building is heated by 
a vacuum two-pipe steam sys- 
tem, with the social hall and 
chapel being fully air condi- 
tioned. 

Every phase of this project, 
from conception to completion, 
was executed by the architect. 
He created and worked out all 
the _ perspectives, preliminary 
sketches, made all renderings, 
working drawings, full-size de- 
tails, color schemes and interior 
design, and complete structural 
and mechanical engineering 
plans.

A World Of Hebrew Can Be 
Found Right Here In U.S.

INDIANAPOLIS (NJP)—Who- 
ever said “Things are where you 
least expect to find them” cer- 
tainly knew what he was talking 
about. 
For example, if you were look- 


ing for a globe of the world 
written in Hebrew, you might 
expect to find one in Israel—or 
perhaps in New York City. 

We never expected to find a 


Hebrew text globe in Indianap- 
olis, where The National Jewish 
POST is published, but that’s 
where they’re made. 

THE GEORGE F. CRAM co., 
Inc., largest globe-manufacturing 
concern in the world, recently 
received and filled an order from 
a Tel Aviv bookstore for 5,000 
Hebrew-text globes. 

However, the job wasn’t an 
easy one 

The 89-year-old map - making 
firm made up a list of the more 
than 2,200 names that were to 
appear on the 8-inch globe, and 
had them translated into Hebrew 
at the Hebrew university in Je- 
rusalem, 

THE HEBREW letters were 
procured from Maurice Jacobs, 
Inc., a Philadelphia typesetting 
firm. Six sizes of type were 
needed for the globe. 

Although the company had to 
fit the Hebrew characters into 
areas previously spaced _ for 
English letters, the job was done 
by its skilled draftsmen. 

In addition, a large-scale map 
of Israel, showing clearly de- 
fined borders ang key cities, was 
placed, as an extra map, in an 
ocean area on the globe.

No Intermarriage In Turkey And Very Little Dating 





Love, Romance Play Small Part In Marriage 


ISTANBUL (NJP)—You may 
call it living in the Middle Ages, 
but this is- one country where 
the Hollywood version of love 
and romance has no meaning 
and little influence. 

In fact if you want to know 
how your parents and grand- 
parents probably got married to 
each other, just listen to the 
following description of how 
young people find their mates 
here in this country of 60,000 
Jews in a population of over 20 
million: 


MARRIAGE among Jews here 
is not in general the result of 
a love affair. 

When a boy or gril reaches the 
age and positon for marriage— 
16 to 19 for the girls and 20 to 
25 for the boys—their parents 
and family friends take the 
initiative in finding a mate for 
them. 

According td the normal proc- 
ess, the names of one or two 
potential candidates of the oOp- 
posite sex is mentioned, and if 
the parents on the other side 
agree, a meeting or an _ intro; 
duction of the young people is 
arranged. 


IN CASE the boy and girl 
like each other at first glance, 
the parents of both sides pro- 


ceed to the discussion of the 
dowry. The father of the girl 
bears the burden and has to pay 
the future groom the sum agreed 
upon. This amount can vary 
from a minimum of $5,000 to a 
maximum of $50,000, according 
to the financial capacity of the 
girl’s father. 

If no accord is reached on the 
dowry, then the marriage proj- 
ect is dropped, until another 
candidate is discovered. 

Even those Jewish girls who 
cannot marry because the father 
is unable to supply the dowry, 
accept their fate, and do not 
rebel as might be the case in 
other countries, and perhaps 
marry non-Jews. 


IN FACT, intermarriage is al- 
most unheard of here. 

Even in the small communities, 
intermarriage does not exist. 
Where there are no _ eligible 
members of the opposite sex in 
the small community in which 
the family resides, the young 
person is sent to this city or to 
Izmir where he or she usually 
gets married. Some return to 
start their family in the small 
town from which they came, 
others settle here or in Izmir. 

The conception of dating here 
may sound unbelievably uncivil- 


ized to American readers, but 
it must be remembered that in 
America where Jews in small 
towns intermarry at a_ rapid 
rate—the figures from Canada 
show more than 50 per cent— 
that does not happen here. 

RESPECTABLE Jewish par- 
ents do not allow their sons and 
particularly their daughters, 
even if they are over 18 years of 
age, to date and go out with 
boys and girls whom they do 
not know well personally. 

Boys and girls must first re- 
ceive permission to go out in 
the evening or on week ends to 
the movies or to night clubs. 

In any event, what small 
amount of dating there is has 
practically nothing to do with 
getting married, and the process 
as described previously is fol- 
lowed without variation. 

The dowry system, which is 
a boon to the Jewish you g 
man faced with supporting a 
family, has its effect on keep- 
ing intermarriage down to a 
minimum—that is, if there was 
any desire for intermarriage, 
which there isn’t. 

Even among the young Jew- 
ish students in universities, who 
might be expected to show their 
freedom from tradition, there is 
no such thing as intermarriage.

Prefab Mikva On The Planning Boards

NEW YORK (NJP)—There is 
a possibility, however faint, that 
some. Conservative congregations 
in America may construct syna- 
gogues utilizing the Orthodox 
physical requirements of mechi- 
tza — separation between the 
sexes, 

Dr. Bernard Segal, executive di- 
rector of the United Synagogue of 
America (Conservative) told The 
POST this week that its member 
congregations would be interested 
in purchasing the pre-fabricated 
communal center package spon- 
sored jointly by U. S. Steel Homes, 
Inc., and the Union of Orthodox 
Jewish Congregations of America 
(NJP, June 22, 1956). 

ASKED if Conservative wor- 
shippers would object to the pro- 


vision of mechitza, Dr. Segal as- 
sured the POST that the U.S. A. 
has no regulations on synagogual 
design, Interesteqd members will 
decide for themselves whether or 
not the railing and center read- 
ing pulpit will remain. 

Rabbi Henry Sigman, spokes- 
man for the Orthodox Union, re- 
vealed that a representative of 
the United Synagogue had con- 
tacted him for additional infor- 
mation on the “pre-fab shul.”- He 
expressed a keen desire to co- 
operate with anyone purchasing 
it as a complete package. 

ALTHOUGH no official word 
has been voiced by the Union of 
American Hebrew Congregations, 
it is believed that the Reform 
group would prefer a_ pre-fabri- 
cated temple geared to the con- 


cepts of contemporary synagogue 
design. 

At a press luncheon in the 
Hotel Roosevelt earlier this week, 
D. F. Rucks, Jr., sales vice-presi- 
dent of the U. S. Steel Homes, 
Inc., subsidiary of U. S. Steel 
Corporation, announced that the 
complete synagogue package 
would approximately cost $32,000, 
without interior furnishings.

Light Summer Reading: 
Berger On Jews Of Russia 








By CARL ALPERT 
HAIFA—Light summer reading. I find on my bookshelf a 
copy of “The Jewish Dilemma,” written in 1945 by Rabbi Elmer 
Berger, who was then as he is today, executfve director of the 
American Council for Judaism. 
I find his comments on the Jews of the U.S.S.R. of particular 
interest, and without further comment from me, I excerpt lib. 
erally from the first chapter of the book. 
“, . » Russia’s Jews, many of whom were born into a segre. 
gated, hunted, victimized Jewish life, are well along on. the road 
of equality and emancipation.” Rabbi Berger 
continues: “To achieve this transformation, the 
Russian Soviet Jews have had to make one of 
the most. difficult adaptations ever attempted 
by Jews in a conscious effort to become inte- 
grated citizens of a nation that offered them 
the opportunity to do so. Once limited by the 
backwardness of old Russia to petty-bourgeois 
economic opportunities, today within the life 
of a generation there has emerged a large, free, 
"-emancipated agricultural and industrial class, 
Jews who were middle men and small capital- 
ists bore the full fury of a proletarian revolution, not as Jews, but 
as members of a class which a new society would no longer tol- 
erate. But they outrode the white heat of revolution, to settle 
like other Russians into the emergent pattern of the new state, 
Russia’s Jews revealed their eagerness to stand and build with 
other men, eager above all to possess and to fulfill equal rights 
and responsibilities.

Russian Jews Are Anti-Zionists 

“ .. The designation of Jews by this term does not mean 
that these Russians of Jewish nationality are Jewish nationalists. 
They are, for the most part, anti-Jewish nationalists. They are 
no more a part of a world-wide Jewish nation, sharing any com- 
mon political objectives, than Americans of Jewish faith. In fact, 
Jewish nationalists (Zionists) have long wept over the fact that 
the emancipation of the Russian Jew has lost to Jewish national- 
ism these 3,000,000 Soviet citizens of ‘Jewish nationality.’ Taught 
by Russian Doctrine to believe that modern attempts to found a 
Jewish state in Palestine are a part of British imperialism, most 
of these Russian Jews are anti-Zionist. 

“All reports indicate that these Russians, like their fellow- 
Jews in America, want nothing to stand in the way of their pro- 
gressive march in emancipation and integration... 

“True, there is nothing in the present or the future of this 
community of Jews in Russia to warm the hearts of those profes- 
sional Jews who fear complete integration and who dread the full 
logic of emancipation for Jews. For these are not content to 
have Jews marked only by a distinctive faith. Such a condition 
would give Jews full freedom to move in or out of Jewish life, and 
there are many who fear giving such complete freedom. 


Russia Continues To Expand In Freedom 

“Though there are many who desire greater control over 
Jews by Jews, and who resent the dissolution of this control in 
Russia, where once a ghetto made such control easy and absolute, 
it is none the less a fact and there is little likelihood of a change 
if Russia continues to expand in freedom as America has contin- 
ued to expand in freedom. 

“The ghetto has been liquidated. Freedom and integration and 
emancipation flow now through the veins of these Jews. Some 
may rue the fact that these 3,000,000 seem lost to the fiction of 
a “Jewish people,” but it is a good wager that the process of 
liquidation of the ghetto within will go on, and that none of the 
3,000,000 is regretting the life that has been won and the prospect 
for its continuance. For here, too, these 3,000,000 and more are, 
first of all, human beings as unconcerned as the average Ameri- 
can Jew with maintaining any longer the fictitious entity which 
habit persists in calling ‘a Jewish people’.” 

Oh, those fortunate, lucky, integrated Jews of the Soviet Union!

In her column on the woman’s 
page of The Sentinel of Chicago 
we find Barbara Schwartz taking 
up the matter of women’s organ- 
izations ang their presidents, past 
and future; and while columnist 
Schwartz may be correct in her 
stand, it seems to us that by the 
time she is through speaking her 
piece, she has antagonized just 
about everyone. But see what 
you think. 

First she argues from the 
point fo view of Madam Past 
President, whom she feels de- 
serves more consideration from 
incoming officers. “While in 
most cases,” she observes, “past 
presidents are kept on the board, 
they are viewed all too often as 
excess baggage ... New officers 
in the main view their predeces- 
sor with distrust, fearing that 
every suggestion and innovation 
will be fought ,.. The valuable 
experience and knowledge . 
of the past prexy are ignored 
many times, simply because of 
petty jealousies. Many new presi- 
dents spend six months learning 
the ‘tricks of the trade’ when a 
few friendly phone calls or per- 
sonal visits could have solved 
many trivial but annoying prob- 
lems.” 


NOW, AS I said, she may be 
right in this criticism of the new 
head of the organization, but 
that lady ang her cohorts can 
hardly be expected to respond 
delightedly to such sentiments. 

Then, quite abruptly, writer 
Schwartz bolts to the other side 
of the fence, and we find her 
eyeing the situation from the po- 
sition of Mrs. Incoming Presi- 
dent. 

“This is really a two-horned 
problem,” she explains. “We have 
heard of many instances where 
an outgoing executive doesn’t 
want to release the reigns, even 
Slightly.

AGAIN, while Miss Schwartz 
apparently speaks from _ experi- 
ence and her accusations may 
be justified, one can’t expect any 
past presidents to be pleased with 
the turn her thoughts have taken. 

And, as I think of it, columnist 
Schwartz may not be too accu- 
rate in her position. My impres-

evinces only the most tender of 
emotions towarg her successor 
and rescuer, 

AND AS for Mrs. Incoming 
she must often be quite new and 
inexperienced with the workings 
of that particular organizatior. 
Why? Well, most of the old-tim- 
ers have already been president 
or graciously declined the offer 
because they felt unqualified to 
run an ogranization, or just plain 
said no. Anyway, Mrs. Inexpe- 
rienced will be so completely new 
at’ the job that surely there 
should be nothing she would ap- 
preciate more than a gulding 
hand from her predecessor.

CHICAGO, 1h. Aer 
It’s still a man’s world, sev- 
eral Jewish religious and com- 
munity leaders here decided this 
week, The conclusion grew out 
of a survey conducted by The 
POST concerning the appoint- 
ment of Mrs. Golda Myerson as 
Israel’s foreign minister. 

The survey askeq the ques- 
tion: “Dou you believe that the 
appointment of a female minister 
will in any way be a detriment 
to Mrs. Myerson’s work or to 
Israel?” 

EVERY RESPONSE to _ the 
question stated first the answer- 
ee’s respect for Mrs. Myerson’s 
work as labor minister. It was 
followed, however, by a repeti- 
tious “but.” 

Dr. Paul Hurwitz said: “I am 
afraid that Mrs. Myerson’s ac- 
ceptance in a world of men, on 
a foreign relations or intellectual 
level, will not be successful.” 

The newly installed president 
of the Zionist Organization of 
Chicago explained that any in- 
novation in foreign affairs (the 
appointment of a woman as for- 
eign minister) is bound to meet 
with certain opposition. 

BERNARD SHULMAN, - ZOA 
delegate to the recent 24th World 
Zionist Congress in Jerusalem, 
also voiced the opinion that Mrs. 
Myerson might fing herself at 
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other foreign ministers, because 
of her sex. 

He stated that he diq not be- 
lieve that Israel is ripe enough 
in the family of nations to in- 
troduce innovations at this crit- 
ical time. 

The new president of the 
Greater Chicago B’nai_ B'rith 
council, Ben Zion Nudelman, as- 
serted that he does not believe 
the appointment of a woman can 
be considered a detriment to the 
country. 


HOWEVER, he added, the 
question is whether or not she 
will receive as good a reception 
with other representatives as a 
man would. 

A different point was brought 
up by Ben Zion Emanuel of the 
American Zionist council. He 
stated that the appointment 
might make persons in some 
quarters feel that Israel does 
not have sufficient manpower. 

It is true, he said, that most 
of Israel’s ablest diplomatic tal- 
ents are widely deployed in key 
strategic and diplomatic posts— 
hence the transfer of Mrs. My- 
erson from minister of labor to 
minister of foreign affairs. 


BUT, HE continued, Israel’s 
appeal in the free world is based 
on her strong democratic char- 
acter and selectign of a woman 
for foreign minister by Israel 
should not occasion too much 
surprise in the Western world.

Russian Jewish community. 

The cablegram in The Jewish 
Observer quoted Rabbi S. Schif- 
fler, Chief Rabbi of Moscow, to 
the effect that his invitation to 


Dr. Goldmann had been misun- 


derstood, and that it was in no 
way an official invitation. 
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from reliable sources. 
It was already established that 


there are no _ differences  be- 
tween the two partie~ in the 
field of foreign and_ security 


policies, while some differences 
regarding internal, as well as 
economic, problems may be set- 
tled without difficulty. 

It was also pointed out that 
the two ministers of Achdut 
Avoda in the cabinet, I. Bar-Ye- 
huda and Moshe Carmel, have 
supported Ben-Gurion’s request 
to accept the resignation of for- 
mer -foreign minister Moshe 
Sharett. 

It is now expected that some 
personalities of that party will 
shortly join Israel’s diplomatic 
and consular services abroad.

THE JEWISH leadership in 
Palestine was, constitutionally, a

had taken place in Basle in 1946. 
Between Congresses, according to 
the Zionist constitution, the Zion- 
ist Actions committee performed 
the functions of a congress.

IN OCTOBER, 1955, the leader. 
ship of the Jewish community 
in Palestine, now called the gov. 
ernment of Israel, but essentially 
the same group, was faveg with a 
crisis perhaps as grave as the 
one in April, 1948. 

Constitutionally, it was no lon- 
ger answerable to the World 
Zionist organization. Individually 
and emotionally each member of 
the leadership group still had ties 
with World Zionism, though the 
emotion had grown pretty sour, 

THE MORAL, emotional and 
financial —especially the finan. 
cial—ties between Israel and 
world Jewry were very strongly 
felt by Israel’s government. But 
the representation of world 
Jewry, vis-a-vis Israel, had 
changeg and the constitutional] 
framework had practically dis- 
appeared. 

So, in November, 1955, Jewish 
leaders came from Israel to 
America to take counsel with, 
ang still more, to ask assistance 
from, the Jewish leaders of 
America, on such matters as res- 
cuing the Jews of North Africa 
and bringing them to Israel and 
meeting the threat of a second 
Arab invasion. 

ONLY THIS time they went 
not to the members of the Ac. 
tions committee; they went to the 
leaders of the UJA and the Bond 
drive. 

In November, 1955, the leaders 
of the UJA decided to back Israel. 
They have been working hard 
ever since. 

In May, 1956, the Zionist Con- 
gress met in Jerusalem and, for- 
getting it no longer had the pow- 
er to decide, forgetting what had 
taken place in November, 1955, 
debated Israel’s foreign policy, as 
if it were still a legislative body, 
and “voted” to rescue Jews from 
North Africa. 

IT SEEMS the Zionists have 
failed to learn the full implica- 
tions of the fact that their con- 
gress is no longer a legislative 
body. They also seem to assume 
that its moral authofity is so 
assured that the quality of its 
deliberations is not important. 

That is how they behaved at 
the congress in Jerusalem. 

Now comes the painful awak- 
ening. 





Can't Bar Synagogue, 


Council Asks Change 

TORONTO (NJP) — A stormy 
session of the York Township 
Council hearg charges against 
the establishment of a synagogue 
in a converted dwelling at 
Vaughan rd. and Pinewood ave., 
and a plea from the Council f0 
the congregation to alter their 
plans. (NJP, June 22, 2956). 

The Council, after hearing the 
synagogue would cause a traf- 
fic problem because of lack of 
parking facilities, expressed the 
view that it coulg not deny the 
permit, but suggested that the 
congregation withdraw is appli- 
cation, 

Counsel for the congregation, 
which is Orthodox, explained 
that there would be no parking 
problem, since members ail 
walked to services on the Sab 
bath. 

Rabbi Isaac Oelbaum told the 
Council he would refer their re 
quest to his congregation for 4 
decision.

It might have been 
printed also on the grounds that 
it reflects a development in 
small Jewish communities, and 
it is the job of any news- 
paper which has such a wide 
purview as The POST to give an 
accurate picture of Jewish life in 
the Uniteq States. 

But it was turned down be- 
cause we feel that Jewish read- 
ers in 1956 are not yet at the 
point where they will read of an 
event with which they have no 
connection which does not have 
some aspects of excitement and 
drama, whether that be in the 
nature of controversy, or of 
some spectacular achievement 
by a Jew, or some development 
which is novel 


THIS IS our guide in editing 
The POST today. If the paper 
were 24 pages instead of 16 (the 
size of our -national edition), 
then certainly we would find 
space, if only a few paragraphs 
er. so, to record every event in 
the United States Jewish com- 
munity, and a great deal of sec- 
tional news, which today we 
must reject, But with only 16- 
pages, and with so much going 
on in the Jewish world, it is in- 
evitable that the paper you read 
will tend—at least from the 
news standpoint—not to be even 
and well-balanced, 

Our features and our colu- 
mnists and also our letter-page 
and our editorial page tend to 
overcome this unbalance, in view 
of the fact that these writers 
are talented observers of the 
Jewish scene with established 
reputations. In fact it would be 
difficult to match in any Jewish 
publication, or for that matter in 
all the other Jewish publications 
together, a lineup like Car] Al- 
pert and M. Z. Frank, or Joe 
Gale and the Wincelbergs, or 
Helen Cohen and Sarah Lieber, 
or Meyer Levin and Abraham 
Burstein, or Sam Silver and N. 
Pearlroth, or George Vass and 
Judy Paller, to bring in our two 
newest—and youngest — colum- 
nists. 


NOW WITH all that introduc: 


NO MORE HIERARCHIES 


The little publicized action of the re- 
cent Supreme Grand Lodge of B’nai 
B’rith convention in setting—at the re- 
quest of President Klutznick — a two- 
term limit on national offices, is cer- 
tainly commendable. 

In the B’nai B’rith this new rule 
means six years, since the Supreme Grand 
Lodge meets every three years. 

Other national Jewish organizations 
have followed similar procedures, al- 
though in their cases it has been a mat- 
ter of precedent. 

As a result the Council of Jewish 
Federations and Welfare Funds elects a 
new president every five years, as also 


does the American Jewish Committee. 

The effect of change of administra- 
tion is both healthy and wise. It means 
that the organization will not risk be- 
coming a one-man agency with all its 
concomitant evils, and it means that the 
younger people in the ranks will under- 
stand that they have a goal to work for 
—if their ambitions happen to lie in that 
direction. 

This also is a sign of the maturity of 
the United States Jewish group. It in- 
dicates a reliance on democracy, it means 
a disbelief in the indispensible man, and 
it evidences that there are numerous 
leaders capable and qualified to lead our 
national Jewish organizations. 


EXCITING AND ENJOYABLE 


With the summer’s heat beginning to 
beat down, and with the annual rabbini- 
cal conventions over, the one Jewish ac- 
tivity that finds its greatest expression 
now is a relatively new one, which after 
the first blush of its success in a difficult 
field of endeavor has worn off, stands a 
chance of being allowed to go on un- 
noted. 

That is the B’nai B’rith Institutes of 
Judaism. 

By today such institutes are held in 
all parts of the United States. Spon- 
sored by a lay and not a rabbinical 
group—the B’nai B’rith—the institutes 
are thriving because they fill a need. 

For those: who despair of Jewish life 
in the United States, we prescribe at- 
tendance at one of these _ institutes, 
where for three or four days, nothing 
but Jewish study is on the program. If 
this sounds either very dull or for- 
bidding, then you don’t know the thrill 
and the excitement that comes to even 
the most hard-bitten lay person when his 


WHAT DOES 


Another Jewish agency that has op- 
erated with a minimum of fanfare but 
whose work is of the utmost importance 
is ORT, a letter from whose president 
of the Women’s Division appears in our 
“Freedom of the Press” section this week. 

ORT’s work ‘is simple. It teaches 
Jews how to be artisans. 

This work has been going on for 
years, and as we expressed it in the edi- 
torial which elicited Mrs. Segal’s letter, 
we doubt that too many Jews are aware 
of ORT’s work, or even would be able 
to recognize ORT as a Jewish organiza- 
tion. 

This reminds us of the time we had 
one of our reporters stationed at the en- 
trance of the subway in a thickly Jew- 
ish-populated section of Brooklyn asking 
those who emerged to identify B’nai 
B’rith. Nine out of 10 Jews never heard 
of the organization. 

But to get back to ORT, you have to 
understand that its single - mindedness 


eyes are opened to the treasures and the 
beauties that are his as a heritage. 

But if more evidence is needed, it is 
the way these institutes — started as a 
single endeavor more or less of a good 
will nature at Wildacres in the moun- 
tains of western North Carolina—have 
grown in this materialistic United States 
Jewish civilization of 1956. 

For the same reason TV has become 
almost universal throughout United 
States homes, so have the _ institutes 
grown and flourished. They offer some- 
thing that you need and should have. 
But that is not the reason for their 
growth. The real reason is that what 
they offer, you want and enjoy. 

When you study this statement in the 
light of the fact that we’re discussing 
adult Jewish education, then you have 
the key to one of the developments that 
is currently stirring the United States 
Jewish community which will, in due 
time, play its role in making this a re- 
sponsible, positive and even creative 
Jewish community. 


ORT MEAN? 


stemmed from the fact that in a great 
many countries when Jews were crowded 
out of the trades and the professions, 
they had to learn other means of sub- 
sistence. 

That there have been such countries, 
and are such now—as witness those of 
North Africa—is an unfortunate aspect 
of 20th Century civilization, but ORT 
was designed to meet a need, and unfor- 
tunately that need has continued to exist 
right on down to our own day. ORT 
works not only in Europe and North 
Africa, but also in Israel, where Jews 
from backward countries are brought and 
need to be taught a productive means of 
earning a livlihood. 

The work of ORT is like Jewish edu- 
cation in the United States. They both 
should be No. 1 on any priority list, for 
everything else in Jewish life either can 
wait or is of less importance—excepting, 
of course, an emergency in which life it- 
self might be endangered.

SPRINGFIELD, O. (NJP)— 
If future generations—perhaps 
in 200 years—search for the cor- 
nerstone of the Jewish Educa- 
tional Building here, they will 
get an inside look of ambitious 
Jews providing diligently for 
their children during the turbu- 
lent years about the middle of 
the 20th century.

But it was obviously a tem- 
porary setup for there were in- 
dications soon afterwards that 
the Sunday School was growing 
too fast and the two-story build- 
ing was too small. 


FACED WITH this dilemma, 
members of the’ congregation 
began their tedious task. It was 
a long and arduous process be- 
fore the financial goal was real- 


ized, but finally the educational 
structure was to get under way. 

On July 1, a small group of 
proud Jews plan to gather at 
the site of the new building to 
mark the cornerstone dedication 
for this ediifice, Rabbi Norman 
H. Diamond, spiritual leader of 
the South Fountain Avenue 
Temple, will lead this long- 
awaited service. 

All current records, newspaper 
clippings —including this story 
appearing in the National Jew- 
ish Post—will be placed into a 
container for the sake of poster- 
ity. 

Ang after the official ceremo- 
nies are over, the contractors’ 
wheels are expected to move 
rapidly. 

The old two-story building will 
be abanconed by Rosh Ha- 
shana. Target date for comple- 
tion of the educational building 
is Sept. 15. 


EVEN NOW, members of the 
congregation are preparing the 
formal dedication ceremony, 
scheduled for Nov. 18.

MATTOS: 
The Soul of the Prophet 
Is the Refuge of God

We are grateful to the haftar. 
ah of Mattos from the first chap- 
ter of Jeremiah. It spares us the 
necessity of justifying Moses’ 
treatment of the Midianites—not 
a palatable chapter, no matter 


how much we try to sweeten it 
with the “mores of the times” 
argument, 


or the stale cliche 
about not hay- 
ing an omelet 
without break. 
ing eggs. 

The harsh 
revenge which 
Moses took on 
the Midianites 
does perhaps 
help us the 

: better to un- 
WEINSTEIN derstand the 
“inwardness” of prophetic reli- 
gion. Certainly it was not an es- 
cape from external reality. The 
prophets were involved up to the 
crown of their heads in politi- 
cal, social and economic affairs, 
They did not try to detour man 
or earth to come to God. 

But they did find it difficult 
to locate God in the market place, 
Politics ang history could get 
so snarleg up, good men could 
wear the mask of evil and evil 
men might find themselves in 
peculiar alliance with good. Evil 
nations might be used as unwit- 
ting instruments of God's pur. 
poses and comparatively better 
nations exemplars of the wages 
of sin. 

NO WONDER that men like 
Elijah and Jeremiah turned away 
in agony from the secular con- 
fusions of the world and sought 
to find God in the quiet hide. 
outs of their sduls. They found 
God but not quietness! The thun- 
der and the lightning and the 
great wind turned inward. The 
still, small voice became ampli- 
fied in the burnt out chambers 
of the souls of these sensitive 
men. The word of God became 
a glowing coal upon the tongue, 
a burning fire in the bowels, a 
nest of wasps in the brain. 

This inward turning served 
good purposes. It removed God 
from the dubious battles of 
worldly powers and gave Him 
refuge in the more congenial 
places of man’s conscience. When 
the evil inclinations of the heart 
of man become institutionalized 
and society becomes a snake-pit, 
it is providential that some rem- 
nant of the human family retreat 
to the wilderness caves and to 
the monasteries on the hills. 

SINCE JEWS were not mor: 
astery builders and seldom kind- 
ly disposeq toward the recluse, 
the sensitive among us have had 
to bear their solitude in the 
midst of the people. 

This, too, has been good! For 
the cries of the people clamored 
at the gates of God’s refuge and 
He came forth leading the proph- 
et and commanding him: 

See I have set thee over the 

nations 

To root out and to pull down 

And to destroy and to over: 

throw, 

To build and to plant. 


THE STYLE of Judaic thought 
is inductive, from the earth up- 
ward, from the deed—the mitz- 
vah—to the Divine; from the sol- 
itude and inwardness of the inti- 
mate dialogue with God to the 
great debate with the lords and 
malefactors of the earth. Moses 
at Sinai, Elijah in the wilderness, 
Jeremiah at Anathoth, found in 
their solitude a return to the 
womb where God had sanctified 
them and appointed them proph:

ARE JUST STRANGE LETTERS 


@ Editor, National Jewish POST: 

I sincerely hope that your 
statement in the editorial headed 
“Hollywood’s Jews” in the June 
22 edition of the POST to the 
effect that “most readers of this 
paper would be unable to desig- 
nate what ORT stands for, much 
less the work that the organiza- 
tion does” is not entirely correct. 
However, I should like to take 
this opportunity to remedy the 
situation to the extent to which 
it does exist. 

The letters ORT stang for Or- 
ganization for Rehabilitation 
through Training. ORT is an in- 
ternational organization with cen- 
tral headquarters in Geneva, 
Switzerland. Women’s American 
ORT, which has 45,000 members 
distributed in regidhs and chap- 
ters throughout the Uniteg States, 
is an affiliate of the American 
ORT Federation, the unifying 
body of dozens of ORT groups 
in this country, 

The purpose of ORT is to pro- 
vide vocational training for un- 
derprivileged Jews in 19 coun- 
tries including Israel, Morocco, 
Tunisia, Algeria, France ang Ger- 
many. At present 21,024 youths 
and adults are being taught a 
variety of 100 different industrial 
skills in 392 ORT trade schools, 
workshops ang related units. The 
concentration upon heavy indus- 
try skills such as electro-mechan- 
ics, machine work, tool and dye 
making, ete., makes ORT a vital 
contributor to the work of help- 
ing people still tied to the cen- 
turies-old handicraft systems of 
their ancestors to make the tran- 
sition to 20th Century living in 
Israel ang elsewhere. 

The basic philosophy of ORT— 
born in St. Petersburg, Russia, 
76 years ago—is simple, practi- 
cal and direct. By teaching an in- 
dividual a_ skill which will en- 
able him to support himself and 


his family, ORT helps to achieve 
two vitally important ends. 
First, it serves the cause of 
human dignity by “helping man 
to help himself’ and thus elim- 
inating the need for lifelong de- 
pendance upon charity, Second, 


it helps Jews to become integ- |}- 


rated into the economies of the 
nations in which they live, thus 
eliminating reliance upon such 
poverty-producing occupations as 
peddling, upon which Jews have 
been forced to depend for cen- 
turies in many parts of the world. 
Btécause ORT concentrates its 
activities in areas where the ma- 
jor portion of the Jewish popula- 
tion is living in conditions of ab- 
ject poverty—North Africa being 
the prime example—the program 
of Women’s American ORT in- 
cludes two significant aetivities 
supplementary to vocational 
training. In those countries where 
such services are necessary, 
WAO provides social assistance 
in the form of hot meals, clothing, 
dormitory facilities and recrea- 
tional activities for ORT students 
and also provides a program of 
preventive medicine for those 
studying within the ORT net- 
work. These two WAO projects 
have played an important role 
in making ORT training available 
te a greater number of people. 
Since the end of World War II, 
ORT has trained more than 200,- 
000 people, including a vast num- 
ber of DPs who faced homeless- 
ness and hopelessness after the 
Hitler persecution. For many of 
these people ORT served as a 
“passport to freedom.” To replace 
hopelessness with hope is still the 
major objective of the Organiza- 
tion for Rehabilifation through 
Training. May it never be said 
again the Post readers are un- 
familiar with the work of ORT.

Says POST Distorts All Orthodox News 


@ Editor, National Jewish POST: 

As a regular reader (not a 
subscriber, mind you) of The 
POST, I have long since har- 
dened myself to the distortions, 
sly insinuations, and misinfor- 
mation that are so prevalent in 
almost every POST article or 
editorial concerned with Ortho. 
dox Jewish life. 

I refer your specific attention 
to your article (NJP, June 22) 
with the grossly misleading 
headlines ‘Orthodox Rabbis Hit 
Plan For Yeshiva in Israel.’ The 
Union of Orthodox Rabbis, to 
whom you refer, never did, and 
never will, criticise the estab- 
lishing of a Yeshiva. On the con- 
trary, there is no stauncher ad- 
vocate of yeshivoth than the 
Agudas Harabonim. 

Your lack of information con- 
cerning the proposed govern- 
ment-run, Israeli seminary to 
groom rabbis for the diaspora is, 
I would say, your best defense. 
Unless you admit another distor- 
tion of news. 

What is opposed by the Union 
of Orthodox Rabbis and the 
highest rabbinic authorities is 
the establishing of a school for 
the preparation of ambassadors, 
professional salesmen for Israel, 
under the guise of this “rabbini- 
cal” school. A yeshiva, or (as 
some call it) a rabbinical school 
cannot have political affiliations 
or motives; for this undermines 
its very purpose. 

A yeshiva must be established 
@S an instrument for the fur- 
therance of Torah study and 





piety, for the propagation of 
Torah ideology, and for the pur- 
pose of strengthening Torah ob- 
servance, Otherwise it isn’t a 
yeshiva. 


When it is an instrument of a 
government or a party, wher its 
focus is political rather than re- 
ligious, when its purpose is to 
develop religious - ambassadors, 
then it must be denounced and 
exposed for what it really is. 

I might adq that the idea of 
establishing a school for “sales- 
men for Israel” is a good one 
and if one were to be organized 
as a purely political instrument 
it would no doubt serve Israel 
well. But when this very idea is 
masqueraded as a “rabbinical 
school,” and the Jewish com- 
munity is given the impression 
that a new yeshiva is being 
formed, the project takes on a 
base nature and demands denun- 
ciation.

Ever since publication in The 
POST issue of June 8 of my let- 
ter with respect to housing dis- 
crimination in Israel, I have 
been studying the problem and 
have met with a number of of- 
ficials of the Israeli government 
as well as with others who have 
recently returned from Israel. 
As a result I think it is only. 
fair that I supplement my pre- 
vious letter complaining about 
housing discrimination in _ Is- 
rael with the information that 
has been given to me. ~ 

There is some housing dis- 
crimination in Israel but it is 
almost entirely due to the prej- 
udices of the new Israelis who 
come from various countries. 
Tunisian Jews look down upon 
Tripolitanian Jews and do not 
wish to be housed with them; 
Yemenite Jews are looked down 
upon by Bokharian Jews; Rou- 
manian Jews look down upon 
Hungarian Jews, and so forth 
and so on. These _ prejudices 
are brought by immigrants from 
their native countries and are 
not developed in Israel. 

On the other hand the govern- 
ment of Israel does not regard 
this situation with approval, in- 


difference, or complacency. It 
is making strenuous efforts to 
eliminate discrimination not only 
in housing but prejudices of all 
sorts in every field. 

In the army all groups are 
treated alike and the army serv- 
ice has proved quite a melting 
pot in merging into one group 
those coming from various coun- 
tries. - In the educational sys- 
tem similarly the children are 
put through the same type of 
schooling.and grow up with no 
distinctions between those of 
various national origins. In the 
field of housing itself, all hous- 
ing which is built by govern- 
mental agencies admits tenants 
regardless of their country of 
national origin. 

The feelings between the im- 
migrants coming from various 
countries are akin to _ those 
many of us experienced in this 
country in former years where 
Russian Jews were looked down 
upon by the German Jews and 
in turn looked down upon the 
Jews of other European coun- 
tries. Prejudices of this. sort 
cannot be eliminated overnight. 
It may take a generation or two. 
A government cannot be criti- 
cized for prejudices brought into

the country especially when it 
is doing everything in its power 
to eliminate them as quickly as 
possible. 

Instead of criticizing the gov- 
ernment of Israel therefore, 
those of us who have its inter- 
ests at heart and who undere 
stand the situation should praise 
it for the efforts it is making 
to remedy the situation, efforts 
which almost daily are showing 
results and which in a relative- 
ly short time should meet with 
complete success. 

Israel has received immigrants 
from over 50 countries in a very 
short space of time during which 
its population has more than 
doubled. It would be too much 
to expect that the government 
should be able to eliminate all 
the failings of the immigrants 
which they bring with them inte 
Israel] in the short space of a 
few years. The government 
could be criticized if it did noth- 
ing toward remedying’ these 
problems but when it is doing 
so much in attacking the prob- 
lem so strenuously and so boldly 
it should be praised and not 
criticized.

Leading Attorney Upholds Segregation 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala. (NJP)— 
One of the leaders of the fight 
against desegregation, Charles J. 
Bloch, an outstanding Jewish at- 
torney of Macon, Ga., defended 
the fight against desegregation 
@ the schools, declaring that it 
violated “no commandment or 
creed, no religious principle.” 

A former president of the 
Georgia Bar association, and also 
of Congregation Beth Israel in 
Macon, Bloch asserted in a 
speech to the Citizens Council 
of Birmingham recently that “We 
are not faced merely with the 
question whether white children 


shall sit with Negro children in 
schools. We are faced with the 
question of whether we shall sit 
idly by and let our rights to live 
under the law be whittled away 
—one by one.” 

Bloch, who was quoted in the 
Jewish Monitor here, based his 
position on infringement of 
states’ rights. 

He blamed the Democratic par- 
ty for “deliberately sacrificing 
the Scuth for the Negro vote of 
New York and Philadelphia and 
Chicago and Detroit.” He said 
this was a deliberate campaign 


to ‘stifle and crush the South un- 
less we arouse ourselves and uni- 
fy to fight it—to defend our- 
selves against the onslaughts of 
the NAACP—the National Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of 
Certain Politicians—the Ameri- 
cans for Democratic Action and 
their allied organizations.” 
Bloch asked his audience why 
it was all right for the NAACP 
and the ADA to organize but “all 
wrong, irreligious, un-Christian- 
like, un-Godlike, for us, South- 
ern white people—to organize 
ang unify so as to defend our- 
selves against their onslaught.”
